In 
making ite united report the com- 
mittee declared that while “finding a 
difference of opinion among its mem- 
bers, as to certain details of the sub- 
ject,” it felt “keenly the consequences 
which would follow a failure to agree 
upon &. constructive programme of 


progress. 

Both majority and minority reports 
asserted that “there are three essen- 
tials of a sound water power policy: 
Prompt development, prevention of 
uriregulated monopoly and good serv- 
ice and fair charges to the consumer. 
Both said “that the regulation of 
service and charge ts usually a State 
or local function,” and that it should 
be exercised by the nation only in 
interstate Industry. 

The minority report declared that 
“the central fact in the water power 
situation today its concentration of 
control,” and then proceeded to argue 
that water power control rather, than 
water power Gevelopment had’ been 
the chief object of the power inter- 
ests. Ten great groups of power com- 
panies, the report said, “control 65 
per cent. of all the developed water 
power in the United States." But 
the rapid growth of concentration, it 
added, “is even more striking than 
the amount of it. The fight for the 
conservation of the public water pow- 
ers is, first of all, a fight against 
monopoly. The second prime neces- 
sity is to forbid and prevent the spec- 
wlative holdings of powers unused.”
